HOW THE GERMAN AND RUSSIAN CRIPPLED PRISONERS ARE EXCHANGED AT TORNEA SWEEDEN 


Through the good offices of Swcdfn, an arrangement has been concluded between Germany and Russia by 


which the severely wounded soldiers imprisoned in these two countries, who are crippled for life, are exchang- 
ed via Sweden. The .exchange statii n is at Tornea, on the Gulf of Bath- ia, where the Russian and Swedish 
frontiers meet. At regular intervals Russian and German nurses arrive here with their wounded charges. The 
Swedish nurses aid the work by taking charge of the cripples while the exchange is being eStcied.
